To- 
night, February  12,  at  8:00  PM  .  .  .  In 
the  Welker  Room"  was  all  the  mes- 
sage on  the  chalkboard  seemed  to 
convey  as  students  quietly  filed  into 
Anderson  Dining  Hall  for  yet  another 
ARA  meal.  But  February  12,  1990  was 
to  be  no  ordinary  night  in  the  life  of 
any  Chatham  College  student.  A 
shocking  proposaal  was  about  to 
unfold  —  carrying  with  it  fear,  anger, 
and  a  sense  of  betrayal  for  the  stu- 
dents. The  cafeteria  was  buzzing 
with  uncertainty  and  as  six  o'clock 
rolled  arounO  we  placed  our  trays  in 
their  usual,  haphazard  position  and 
congregated  to  our  dorm  rooms  — 
still  wanting  to  believe  that  the  talk 
we  had  been  hearing  was  some  dis- 
torted lie. 

But  alas,  that  fateful  night  in  ques- 
tion was  soon  to  resound  with  the 
angry  cries  of  over  150  Chatham 
women  shouting  "Better  Dead  Than 
Coed"  in  the  crowded  Welker  Room. 


Some  students  had  been  able  to 
gather  their  ammunition  quickly  and 
were  armed  with  anti-coeducation- 
al signs  which  seemed  to  cry  out  for 
justice.  The  speech  delivered  by 
President  Rebecca  Stafford  that 
night  offered  little  hope  for  our 
proud;  single-sex  tradition,  and  the 
screams  of  the  students  were  even 
louder  than  they  haC  at  first  been 
when  we  marched  angrily  out  of  the 
Welker  Room  into  the  night  .  .  .  ana 
into  the  Pittsburgh  news  spotlight. 

Two  days  later,  a  demonstration 
was  staged  on  the  library  steps,  in 
spite  of  the  rainy  weather  to  protest 
the  aecision  to  consider  coeduca- 
tion as  a  viable  option  for  Chatham. 
The  scene  was  one  of  sisterhood  and 
unity,  with  the  message  being  clear: 
the  days  of  female  subordination  are 
over.  No  longer  will  we  allow  our 
voices  to  go  unheard.  No  longer  will 
we  passively  permit  decisions  con- 
cerning our  future  to  be  made  with- 


out our  input.  To  be  sure  our  me 
sage  was  aaeauately  receive* 
hourly  marches  through  the  admi 
istration  building  were  staged  . 
with  the  procession  ending  outsic 
the  office  of  President  Staffon 
where  students  sang  the  alma  mi 
ter. 

Finally,  on  April  1,  a  light  appeare 
at  the  end  of  the  tunnel  when  tr 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Chatham  Cc 
lege  voted  to  delay  their  decisic 
on  coeducation.  Now  is  the  time 
rejoice,  but  also  to  plan  the  futu 
of  Chatham  College  carefully  to  e 
sure  that  such  a  decision  is  nev 
again  placed  on  the  table.  To  all  tr 
women  who  had  the  courage  ar 
determination  to  stanO  up  to  wh< 
at  first  seemed  unbeatable  oads  ■ 
these  next  few  pages  are  dedicc 
ed  to  you.

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To  the  Chatham  Community: 

The  undersigned  are  all  Professors,  each  with  twenty  or  more 
years  of  service  to  the  college,  taken  together  representing  more 
than  200  years  of  teaching  at  Chatham. 

At  the  conclusion  of  a  discussion  on  February  19th,  this 
group  arrived  at  agreement  on  a  number  of  issues  important  to  the 
college  at  this  time.  Notable  and  most  immediate  among  them  are 
the  following  two. 

l]  We  support  the  concept,  aims,  and  practice  of  single-sex 
education  for  women,  particularly  as  expressed  in  the 
mission  and  history  of  Chatham  College  and  as  elaborated  in 
the  President's  Report  for  1989. 

2]    We  cannot   support  any  action  to  alter  the  college's  mission 

to  accept   male   students,   taken   so  precipitously   as  the 

present   plans   call   on   us   to   do.  To  avoid  a  premature 

decision  and  the  recrimination  sure  to  follow  it,   we  argue 

that  the   date  of  the  decision  must  be  delayed  a  year,  until 
April  1991. 


It  is  clear  that  the  decision  was  reached  without 
consultation  with  the  faculty,  and  this  must  be  rectified.  It  is 
clear  that  the  period  allowed  for  debate  and  discussion  is  little 
more  than  is  normally  given  to  a  policy  change  in  the  Faculty 
Manua 1  .  yet  the  change  contemplated  reverses  121  years  of 
institutional  history  and  alters  radically  the  conditions  under 
which  all  of  us  teach  and  learn.  The  much  publicized  financial 
soundness  of  the  college  can  surely  carry  the  institution  for  a 
single  calendar  year.

On  April  11,  1990,  Chatham  College  had  the  sincere  honor  ot 
welcoming  to  the  chapel  as  a  guest  speaker  Ms.  Sarah  Wed- 
dington, the  attorney  who  successfully  defended  "Jane  Roe"  in 
the  1973  Supreme  Court  case  which  legalized  abortion  in  the 
United  States.  Ms.  Weddington's  speech  served  as  a  reminder 
to  all  who  came  to  hear  her  speak  that  the  struggle  for  abortion 
rights  in  this  country  is  far  from  over.  Seventeen  years  later,  a 
woman's  right  to  control  her  reproductive  capabilities  is  still  being 
contested  in  the  courtrooms  of  America  (Pennsylvania  in  partic- 
ular). Chatham  women  have  always  been  vocal  in  their  pro- 
choice  fervor,  mainly  through  special  interest  groups  such  as  the 
Women's  Issues  Forum.  In  essence  then,  Ms.  Wedington's  speech 
went  directly  to  the  hearts  and  minds  of  Chatham  women  who 
are  concerned  about  their  right  to  choose.  Sarah  Weddington, 
who  won  the  Roe  v.  Wade  case  at  the  age  of  24,  is  believed 
to  be  the  youngest  attorney  to  ever  argue  before  the  Supreme 
Court.  Therefore,  whether  one  agrees  with  her  stand  on  abortion 
or  not,  Ms.  Weddington  is  undeniably  an  inspiration  to  college 
women  everywhere.
